White Mountain Psper company's 
plant, this city's bis industry, is pro- 
gressing finely. The excavation* for 
all the buildings at the'Portsmouth 
mill have been complete, as have the 
three-story finishing room, including 
the roof and sky-lights; the 
two- 


story pulp 
and 
chemical 
storage 


building, including 
roof 
and 
-two- 


thirds of the building; and the lime 
sulphur storage and acid 
making 


building of the sulphite mill. 


The brick work for the remaining 


part of the sulphite mill is nearly 
completed for the roof, and about ten 
days' work remains before the rest 
of the sulphite pulp buildings will be 
finished. The foundations and brick 
walls are nearly completed for the 
soda pulp mill, and this will be fin- 
ished in about two weeks. 
Founda- 


tions for all the paper machines and 
the greater part of the heater room 
have been completed. 


The steel construction for machine 


•hop, psper 
machine 
rooms- 
and 


supe:-csflender room* will bef com}- 
pletCu in three weeks. The founda- 
tions for the boiler house are done, 
and the smoke chimneys are welt un- 
der way. The steel work for the 
boiler house, beater room and screen 
rooms is all on the ground. 


Ajjout thr£e miles of state-tracks 


have been completed. Four hundred 
feet of the dock in thirty 
feet 
oT 


water is finished, and quite a quan- 
tity of sewer pipe and water pipe has 
been laid. The office will be done 
within two weeks. There is nearly 
enough brick, 
lumber, steel 
and 


cement on the ground In this city to 
complete the building. 


The greater part of two machines 


has been 
delivered 
here, 
besides 


twenty-four 
heating 
engines, 
and 


about 6000 horse power of the boil- 
ers. 
The balance of the paper mill 


machinery will be delivered on tlm*. 


Contracts were placed some *!* 


month* ago' for sulphite digesters, 
acid plant machinery, sulphite mill 
machinery, "steaim enfjpes «na elec- 
trical- machinery, and all of this is 
now being made, while a great part 
is ready for shipment. 
The build- 


ings here can all be closed in about 
three months, and by that time a 
large part of the mill machinery *& 
be installed and ready for operation.- 


In purchasing the largest water 


powar it is. understood 
that 
the 


company was required to give 
the 


owners time to saw up their lumber 
and remove their buildings and ma- 
chinery, so that the firm was unable 
to take possession of two of the pow- 
ers until Very late last season. The 
company then began work on two of 
the pulp mills, and, a large amount 
of excavating for wheel 
pits 
and 


mason work has been done. 


A large part of the pulp mill ma- 


chinery was bought last season and 
is now ready for delivery, so there 
will be no delay from that source, 
and the three pulp mills could 
be 


completed In three to four months, 
and 
would 
cost 
about $300,000. 


These mills would produce 160 tons 
of pulp per day.

LONDON POLICE METHODS. 


No Corruption Aa Compared 
With 


That So Prevalent in New York. 


Joslah Flynt contributes to the 


Mardh number of the North Ameri- 
can Review an interesting descrip- 
tion of "Police Methods in London," 
which he himself studied during a 
prolonged visit' to that city a few 
months ago. 
He' explains how out 


of'-the various klnds^of police that 
existed in England at one time and 
another before the, last century, in- 
cluding ecclesiastical, forest 
and 


commercial police, the' existing or- 
ganisation waa developed.- He gives 
an account of the personnel of the 
London police, their duties and the 
payment they receive, and he lays

cuit attorney of St. Louis, was a prac- 
tically unknown lawyer.

large sum of money had been placed 
in a bank for the purpose of bribing 
certain assemblymen to secure the pas- 
sage of a street railway ordinance.

Itnteuiem that "tuanj of The u:\thsaurl 
legends of the Old Tcstt.iaeut" were of 
Babylonian origin aroused Kaiser Wil- 
ae!m of Germany to :aake his declare- 
tion of faith in the Bible as an inspiivd 
book and tuakiag it clear that the em- 
peror held orthodox ideas regarding the- 
church and God, is» probably the fore- 
most living scholar iu Babylonian and 
Assyrif.n inscriptions and history. He 
has done more work along these lines 
than auy living scholar and is highly 
regarded by students of this subject all 
over the world. 


Professor Delitzsch is a native of Er- 


langen and inherited lite taste for the 
Senatie languages from his famous fa- 
ther. Dr. Franz Delltzsch, professor of 
Hebrew and author of many well 
known books on Semitic topics. For 
nearly a quarter of a century lie baa 
been a leading authority on matters 
touching Assyria. He took his degree 
as doctor of philosophy at Lelpsic and 
in 1887 became honorary professor of 
Assyriology there. Three or four years 
ago he was called to the University of 
Berlin. 


Personally Professor Delitzsch is a 


short, stock j', heavy set man, enthusi- 
astic and bright eyed. Although some- 
what handicapped by growing deaf- 
ness, he is an inspiring lecturer, bav-

ing taught many men -who now occupy 
prominent professorships in German, 
American and English universities. 
Early in life he married the daughter 
of a member of the supreme court ot 
Germany and has several children. 


His reputation rests mainly en works 


in the Assyrian language and litera- 
ture, dictionaries, reading books, etc. 
In 3881 he published "Wo lag das 
Paradies?" in which he located para- 
dise at or near Babylon. This is val- 
uable as a geographical work, but set- 
tles nothing. It is still an open ques- 
tion, at which every scholar may have 
a guess. Dr. Delitzsch was to have vis- 
ited this country to lecture the past 
winter, but was prevented by ill health.

Few men, having come to a realization of the fact 
that they have started upon the wrong course, en- 
tered upon the wrong lines of work, have the cour- 


age to turn around and start over again, beginning at the bottom. 


No class of men are more likely to make this mistake than uni- 


versity graduates. 
The first thing, therefore, that n university 


education in tho hands of practical instructors should do is to stop 
"misplaced men" from continuing in the wrong course. 
It is to 


keep out of tho law school the man who is intended for tho min- 
istry. 
It is to keep the man out of the theological seminary thn 


bent of whose mind leans to tho law. 


Tho vital question to the young man in after years is hid char- 


acter, integrity and strength, mental and moral—not so much 
'whether lie has absorbed so much Greek, Latin or mathematics, 
but what impress has the instructor and instruction mude upon the 
character, mental nnd moral, of the university num.
